In 1870 he had the. old over-shot wheel 
taken down and a turbine wheel put 
in.

Short- 
ly after this change was made Mr. 
Brown died, and the mill property was 
sold to Mr. IMiili.p Doras, who owns 
it at the present time. 


What adds greater intoest to the 


history of the old mill, Fays the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal, is the fact that it 
figured! in an engagement during tlie 
late war. In the summer of 1803 Gen. 
John II. Morgan, the noted .southern 
raider, invaded liards-lown ar.d 
sur- 


prised a detachment of federal soldiers 
under the command of a Capt. Sullivan. 


These, soldiers vitro onci.inpe<l in the 


valley surrounding the old mill, and 
Morgan swooped down upon them anil 
succeeded in capfuring a number of 
them without living a gun. However, 
the remainder oi! the federals logothev 
with their eon'inr.i.e'er,- succeeded in 
re;."hing tlie oid mill, wherein they 
took refuse, and, from numerous aper- 
tures in l)ic v,eatjicr-ri'nti'ii structure, 
opened fire upon the enemy, wounding 
several and killing one as he was mak- 
ing an onslaught upon the door of the 
mill with an ax in an endeavor to burst 
it open. 
This soldier's name 
was 


Alexander Moody, and he was from 
Mississippi.

The fedi rals in the old mill were be 


sieged by Morgan for 48 hours, when 
they v.ere lorccd to surrender. The 
mill buildii"/ during the siege was per- 
forated by many bullets, the marks ol 
which can yet be seen in the decaying 
.voodwork.
